EX-KKK MEMBER 
, HEARD AT TRIAL

MERIDIAN, Miss. (AP) — A 
former Ku Klux Klansmen testi- 
fied Friday he attended meet- 
ings where Klansmen discussed 
a firebomb attack on Negro vot- 
ing leader Vernon Dahmer. 

T. Webber Rogers, 32, of 
Seminary testified at the fed- 
eral district court trial of 11 
white men charged with con- 
spiracy in the fatal nightrider 
attack Jan. 10, 1966. 

One session occurred in Octo- 
ber 1965, in a field off the San- 
dersville rd. near Laurel, he 
said, and the other occurred 
about two months later near a 
lake. All 11 defendants were at 
the first, he said, and at least 
eight were at the second. 

Rogers, now a security guard 
at Camp Shelby, testified that 
Sam H. Bowers Jr., identified 
as imperial wizard of the White 
Knights of the KKK at the time, 
spoke at the second session. 

“He said he was getting be- 
hind in that job down south,” . 
Rogers said, “and that so-and- 
so Negro was stirring up trou- 
ble.” 

Previous witnesses had iden- I 
tiffed “the job down south” as « 
plans for the burning of Dah- \ 
mer’s home and, if possible, 
killing Dahmer. 

Rogers said Bowers advised i 
he “wanted a No. 3 and a No. 1 
1 done on the Negro if at all 
possible. Mr. Sam started out i 
talking nice. But before he was 
through he was excited and 
pounding on the table.” . 

A No. 3 has been identified as 
a home burning and a No. 4 as 
“an annihilation.”
